. Coke production last week receded 
only 1,343 tons below the previous 
•week, but there was a gain of 459 
,car» in the shipments, while 218 ovens 
less were in blarft than the week prev 
taias. 
* Locally matters are quiet in the coke 
. trade, but the indications are that they 
-''mre going to get better. The curtail- 


ment of operation H that has been ex- 
pected for some time has not taken 
place, according to reports from a^l 
over the region,, and .the week's pro- 
duction amounted to 101,774 tons of 


* coke. 


The asking for coke has increased 


during the week, and the outlook con- 
tinues to grow better, as there is im- 
proved movement in pig iron reported. 
Tiiere were no sales of importance re- 
ported during the week, but several 
operators are considering good tonnage 
contracts.^ 


Meanwhile there has been no dimin- 


ishing oi interest in the idea of the 
central selling agency suggested by 
The Weekly Courier some weeks ago, 
and the independent operators are 
growing more firmly of the opinion of 
the necessity of such an agency. The 
brokers naturally endeavor to throw; 
cold water on the proposition, and at- 
tempt to discredit Its future. It looks 
as U the selling agency will be one 
in which the, operators will join unan- 
imously when 'ttie time Is ripe for the 
movement. 
TLe proposed plan just at 


• present is to enter into an agreement 


to keep the price of coke on a sliding 
scale of one-seventh the price o£ Besse- 
mer pig iron. 
The operators would 


. not fix the price themselves, but rath- 


er allow the price of pig iron to'net It 
for them. This ^ould be a just and 
equitable method they say, ami further 
would not be a squeezing of the fur- 
nace men. 
In the elimination of the 


broker would come a much closer re- 
lationship wkh tho furnace man, and 
the two most interested parties would 
be dealing .directly with each other. 


The brokers face, it seems, utter 


elimination from the tr^de or else a 
certain regulation that will be more 
healthful than tht present ciibtoni of 
permitting tho brokers to sail the high 
seas of the coke trade, capturing pro- 
fits wherever they can and in any man- 
ner oC dickering. The coke operators 
have an undoubted grievance in many 
cases with the brokers, and they do 
not relish the stand that the broker 


' sometimes assumes that be and 
he 


alone is responsible for the health of 


•^the trade It is all right when he wants 


the coke and the contract is benefit- 
ting him well, sa^ the operators, but 
when the broker lias to take the lean 
•with the fat or whatever combination 
his taste does not relish, then the 
broker is unwilling to stand for the 
game and lets the operators have all 
the worry and loss. 


Neither operatois, or broker are In 


the coke business out of philanthropic 
motives, but the operators have grown 
tired of the brok<r always making a 
loud, pained outcry when he happen? 
to pick up the wrong ahell.

Official information comes fioni West 


Virginia to tbc effect that the Balti- 
more & Ohio, the Pennsylvania and 
the Pittsburg & .Lake Erie railroads 
have about completed plans" for the 
joint construction of a railroad from 
Fairmont, W. Va., to a point near the 
northern boundary 'of the State, at a 
cost of something like 5U,000,00(1. 


When completed, Hie line, which 


will be about 30 miles long, will trav- 
verso the heart of the rich coal prop- 
erty taken over by the three men- 
tioned roads from the Little Kanatvha 
syndicate. 
There are thoiibtmds of 


acres of this West Virginia coal prop- 
erty which have not >ec been develop- 
ed, and the ntnv road \\hich is to be 
built will be the means of operating 
mines on a large portion of the land 
included in the deal. 


Surveys over the right of way ac- 


quired are now being made by engi- 
neers, and it was learned that actual 
construction work would be started 
within the near future. The road will 
be a portion of the Buckhannan & 
Northern railway, and, under the plans 
now being prepared, it will run via 
Morgantown and Fairmont to Rives- 
Mile to ihc State line. 


The contemplated improvement is 


of especial interest to the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad, and it is expected 
that when the Little Kanawha prop- 
erty is opened up and developed, as it 
v\ ill be, the coal tonnage of the road 
will be greatly increased. B> the time 
that the road is complo'ed the Balti- 
more & Ohio will be in a postiion to 
handle the looked-for mcrcase m coal 
traffic in the coal "cgicins of West Vir- 
ginia 
At the present time, the offic- 


ials of the road are planning to ex- 
pend millions in providing additional 
traffic facilities for the shipper.-, in that 
part of the Slate, ,ind after these im- 
pio\ements are carried into effect, the 
Baltimore & Ohio will be enabled to 
take care of all coal shipments bent 
over itb lines.

PITTSBURG, March 2.—While no 


official information has been given out 
in Pittsburg as to the proposed central 
selling agency for Connellsville coke, 
there are evidences that the move- 
ment has been gaining good ground. 
Some of the dealers claim to have been, 
told that tbe movement was not pri- 
marily to eliminate them from the 
situation, but to regulate them and. 
thus relieve the market from the dis- 
turbances which ua\e so often been 
created by the dumping of odd lots by 
dealers with no seuse of responsibil- 
ity to th trade. 


There has bene a definite improve- 


ment in inquiry for furnace coke, both 
for nearby and future delivery, and 
several lots are under negotiation at 
present. Xo important sales have thus 
far been effected, and the market is 
not clearly established. 
Enough 
is 


known, however, to show that coke 
cannot bu purchased at anything like 
the prices done on a few forced sales 
two or three weeks ago. A fair quot- 
ing basis for prompt furnace coke is 
32. For delivery over second quarter 
or second half it is doubtful if this 
price could be done, ideas of sellers 
being $2.25 or higher. Foundry coke 
is quotable nominally at $2.75 to ?3. 


Coal has become scarce. There is 


active inquiry from non-union districts, 
due doubtless to a desire to stock up 
against the possibility of a suspension 
of mining, April 1. Some large coaJ 
tonnages are being asked for in con- 
sequence, and it is not improbable 
that a nice trade will be done, the 
pressure for coal being insufficient to
